Political Parlies, Tboir Motives and

We should bo glad if we could 
dignify tho party in this city who are 
at the presant moment struggling 
hard egainst tbo political progress of 
the Colony, with a name of Conserva- 
tives. It would bo convenient so fur 
as tho nomenclature goes, and it ia a 
ihort and comprehensive title for a 
political party— indeed it is difficult 
to find ono word with any clearly do- 
fined meaning that expresses so much 
— we have a great dislike to somo of 
the epithets that it occasionally bo- 
comos necessary to apply to this party. 
We regret the necessity of applying 
such a term as obstructive to any 
political partv, but then unfortunatoly 
Conservative is not a proper term to 
apply in this particular instance, it 
does not truly exprees or define tbo 
mixture of principle and expediency

friends of the Govornor. An ai tempt 
ib being made to decoivo Mr. Seymour 
as well as the pooplo, by keeping out 
of sight tho real question and by 
putting beforo the coun 1 ry false isi uos 
npon wbioh tho anti-liberals hope to 
gain tbo popular vole ; in addition to 
this, appeals aro made *o personal f'ool~ 
ings, and no device is left untried 
which will strengthen tho official party 
in this Colony, fortunatoly however, 
tho pooplo aro not easily deceived, 
thoy aro heartily tirod of extravagance, 
incompetency, and mis-rule j they 
dosire reform in every public office, 
and it will be beyond tho powor of 
Hudson Bay influence to ctown tho 
ofTjrtsof the Governmont party with 
success.

Hilhorlo we have had to record ill.iao- 
cess and failure in the expeditions sent oat 
into oar waters during the earlier part of the 
season, bat the arrival of tbo Bobooner In- 
dustry, yesterday, from Mr Dawson's estab" 
lishment at Saaoich Arm, with nioeteorj 
casks of oil, enables ns to speak of the ex- 
tont to which this business may bo carried, 
and the remuneration it effers. From a con- 
versation with Mr Dawson, wo find these 
nineteen casks contain about one hundred 
barrels of oil, and in addition to those arrived, 
he has folly as many more to come down ; 
so that in two month?, the period in which ho 
had been fishing, be has obtained two hun- 
dred barrels of oil notwithstanding the 
unfavorable weather. One of the whales 
killed was over sixty Jeel long and yielded 
eighty barrels, and would have yiolded a 
hundred .bad the works been completo, the 
average of the yield of oil per whale, it is 
thought, will be about sixty barrels, At the 
present high price of oil, pioduced principal- 
ly by the failure of the fisheries in the 
northern seas, the total realized by Mr Dawson 
since he commenced probably, will bo over 
$7000, the quotations in the Now York 
market, on the 5th inst., being SI 20 a gal- 
Ion . Mr Dawson has seven hands employed, 
asaisfd by a few Indians occasionally. 
Another noticeable feature in this expedition, 
is tbe home manufactured casks, ond in which 
tbo oil Is landed nt Dickson, Campbell & 
Co'a Wharf- The timber was cut by Mr 
Dawson three years ago, split into proper 
leogtns and left to season thoroughly, so that 
DO leakage is to be lound in any of them ; 
besides those already manufactured, there is 
material enough on hand to make one bun 
dred and fitly more. From these foots, it 
must be admitted, it is at last demonstrat- 
ed, that whaliog in our inland waters is a 
safe end payiui; business in itself ; and when 
to this fact, we add tbe numerous occupations 
it will create, and ihe labor it will employ, 
we cunn t but regard tbe success of Mr 
Dawson as a public one. 

Missiomabt Meeting. — The audienoe yes- 
terday at the College culled tog. ther to bear 
it statement Irom the HkV Mr Good, of bis la- 
bora as a Missionary amongst the Fra c et 
ond Thompson river Indians, was not so 
large as it mi^ht have been cmsidiring 
tbe importance of tho tubject, though un- 
exceptionable in point of intelligence and 
respectability. His Honor the Chief Justice 
presided. Mr Good in iho ouree of his able 
address, drew a .vivid picture of tbe trials 
ond difficulties of a mission lifo amongst a 
people to whom the white man, in his en- 
deavors to touch, has to sloop himself before 
he can elevate tbem, or even inspire into 
tboir minds tho faintest conception of the 
responsibilities of life. No doubt difficulties, 
as Mr Good said, are much increased by the 
(tiding, and general desecration of the sab- 
bath theougboul Ihe interior of tbe Colony, 
for these peoplo are quick to observe tho 
Bad inconsistency existing between the pre- 
cepts of some and tho practice of others. 
Shirk it as we may, said tho speaker, a heavy 
lesponsibilily rests opon ns for our conduct 
towurda the Indiun, nnd we well deserve the 
■everity of some of Mr Good's remarks. Ilia 
Lordship the Bishop, the very Rev Dean 
Cridge, and Mr Registrar Alston also spoke 
with feeling and much to the point. It 
is intended if possible, to get up a lorge 
public meeting in a low duys, through which 
ilr Good's address would obtain a more ex- 
tended circulation.

— We have heard from a 
very reliable source that a piece of Govern- 
me t property known »a tbe Naval Reservo, 
Burrard Inlet, which was given by the Gov-' 
eminent to tbe British Columbia and Van- 
couver Island Spar, Lumber and Saw Mill 
Company, limited, for the purpose of felling 
timber to be used at the company's mill, is 
about to be leased by Government to others. 
If ibis really be true, it is a shameful pieco 
of business on tho part of the Government, 
and is tantamount to depriving one of almost 
vested rights and makoing void promises which 
lead to the investment of a large amount of 
capital by the company abovenamed in the 
erection of an expensive sawmill and other 
improvements. We trust the Government 
will adhere to its just promises and not 
evince signs of weakness by breaking feith 
with parties who accepted promises as bind- 
ing, as though they had been written on 
vellum and duly executed by all.

The management of iho prison at New 
Westminster is very satisfactory, every at 
lention being given to the health of the 
prisoners and to the cleanliness of the build- 
ing. The chain gang is constantly employed 
nut of doors on public works and in cutting 
firewood for tho use of the public offices. 
The absence of any great amount of crimu iu 
so extensive a colony as this, with a widely 
scattered population and polioo stations far 
apart, is most satisfactory. During the year 
186G there was only one ense of murder, six 
01 [elony, and two or ilireu other otiBuoes. 
Tbis state of affairs is rnore graiilyinjr when 
compared with the outrages ot daily occur 
rence in tho adjacent American territories. 



Two hospitals, one at Cariboo the o'her at 
Now Westminster, sustained partly by Gov> 
eminent grant and partly by public donations 
were in fall operation in 1866. Over 100 
patients were relieved, many ol tbem suffer 
ing from severe and complicated injuries. 
These institutions are maintained in a stale 
of considerable efficiency, and are ot great 
importance to tbe Colony. 

MINES AND MINERALS. 

It is almost impossible in tbe scope of a 
report of tbis nature to give even in outline 
anything like an account of the mining 
operations of last year. 

The total yield of gold during the yoar 
has beou roughly estimated at £(JO0,00u. 
I bis perhaps is less than tho produce ol 
some previous years ; but considering tbe 
number ol miners engaged, certainly nut over 
3000, the average earning ol £^00 per man 
a year is satisfactory, and far exceeds any 
aveinge ever reached either in California cr 
Australia. Prospecting was vigorously 
curried on, and many new creeks and dig- 
ging" were opened up. Great hopes ere en- 
tertained as to the prospects of silver mining 
in ibis Colony. During 1866 a fair amount 
of prospecting was done in tho Shoswap dis- 
trict, and specimens obtained from tho Cherry 
Greek minci at lyed as much os 1,300 oz ol 
silver to the ton. Up to the close ot ihe 
yesr, however, a sufficient capital to 
ihorougbly develop tbis branch ol mining 
waB not attainable, though the utmost con 
liJcnce is exprr ssed by ihoso engaged as to 
their probable success.

viaorounly begun, and wbioh the Government 
is determined to carry out, will nodouut in 
a^u'se of time result in a solution of ih» 
difficulty, though not without injuring the 
itams of tbe Colony. It i« priseut pressing 
want by whioh the Government continues to 
be einbarraesea, and il Her Mnjesly's Gov- 
ernment could only be inducod to place at 
your Excellency's d'spo.-al a sum of £50 000, 
10 bo repaid us cirounislances would permit 
without interest, tho return of tbe Colony to 
a stute of financial prosperity would bo im- 
mediate and lusting. 

The despondency among tho mercantile 
community induced by the numerous failures 
in 1 SB 6 hud nlieadytegun to disappear ai 
the clone cf the year Trade wus bein» 
carried on on a Qrtnur basis, uud the lecltlens 
system ol general oredit to unsound men had 
ceased. 

Mining operations wore carried on through- 
out tbe year with n fair amount of huccosa 
anil in a very hopetul spirit. Tho belief in 
ihe mineral wealibof the Colony was placed 
on a much firmer looting. Tho indifieionce 
induced by general depression wus uruduully 
lading away, and a more hopeful and coaicui' 
ed spirit being engendored. 

Great strides were made in agriculture and 
stock ruining, thereby commencing tho era 
ot a settled population, hilherto tbo great 
want ot th>3 Colonv. 

There is little doubl that with ordinary 
care uLd application on tho pan of tbo col- 
onists tbe resources of Ibis vast and peculi- 
arly healthy country could ho dovcloped 
iwenty-lold; and il faith in Ihe Colouy could 
bo rrsiored, there seems to be no doubt as 10 
tbe result. It only remains lo accept the 
progressive steps made during the year 1866 
as oyjdences ot .restored confidence and .com- 
ing prosperity.
